Two  bills  and  a resolution 
have  been  under  advisement 
'and  consideration  for  several 
weeks  by  the  ASBYU  Senate. 

At  Monday  evening’s  Steer- 
ing Committee  meeting  the  as- 
sembled Senate  leaders  ascer- 
tained their  progress  prior  to 
placing  them  on  the  docket  dur- 
ing the  January  12  Senate  meet- 
ing. 

President  Rex  Lee  and  Chair- 
men Jim  Taylor,  Dan  Lau  and 
Marilyn  McMeen  checked  the 
final  arrangements  of  a bill,  a 
carry-over  from  last  quarter, 
governing  the  use  of  the  “Y” 
Emblem  on  white  sweaters.  The 
measure  will  determine  the  ac- 
tual organizations  that  can  offic- 
ially wear  it. 

The  second  bill  in  Monday 
night’s  discussion  dealt  with  pol- 
ishing into  shape  the  student- 
body  election  rules  and  proce- 
dures.

“I’ve  known  all  along  that  the 
Book  of  Mormon  account  of  the 
migration  of  Asiatic  people  to 
South  America  is  correct,  while 
those  advocated  by  the  majority 
of  the  world’s  historians  are 
false,”  said  Baker.  “The  World’s 
historians  believed  that  Near 
East-Asian  influence  in  South 
America  came  ^bout  by  races  mi- 
grating island  by  island  to  the 
Gilberts  and  hence  to  South 
America.

Baker  said  that  in  spite  of  thp 
hardships,  the  Lehi  IV  proved, 
that  sailing  on  natural  ocean  cur- 
rents from  South  America  to  Ha- 
waii would  have  been  relatively 
easy  for  migrating  races. 

As  he  and  his  crew  pulled  into 
the  Hawaiian  Islands  on  his  first 
successful  voyage,  the  U.  S.  Coast 
Guard  greet^  them  with,  “con- 
gratulations. You’ve  proven  your 
point.” 

How  does  this  tie  in  with  the 
threat  of  communism  to  the  free 
world?

Mrs.  Baker  who  possibly  has  it 
as  “rough”  to  sit  at  home  and 
wait,  as  does  Mr.  Baker,  are 
anxious  to  prove  two  things:

place. 

In  the  greatest  upheaval  of 
the  season,  Kentucky  took  over 
the  top  spot  from  Cincinnati, 
j which  dropped  to  sixth  place  af- 
j ter  successive  loses  to  North 
Carolina  and  North  Carolina 
; State  last  week  in  the  Dixie 
Classic  at  Raleigh,  N.C. 

Cincinnati  had  held  down  the 
No.  1 spot  for  the  first  four 
weeks  of  the  campaign,  while 
Kentucky  started  the  season  in 
third  place  and  moved  into  the 
runner-up  spot  two  weeks  ago. 

Utah  State  Aggies  moved  up 
in  the  ratings  to  19th  spot.  This 
is  the  first  year  in  history  that 
USU  has  been  mentioned  in  na- 
tional polls.
